Bill Scott, a White Eyes township 
farmer, had more fun for his monei 
Friday. Saturday and Saturday nifchi 
than any man who has visited Coshoc 
ton in recent years. Driving over 
lawns on Park arenue, arrested three 
times for intoxication within 24 hours 
and arousing the lower part of the 
city by forcing bis norses on the Tus- 
carawas bridge of the Walhonding 
railroad is a record few men have 
matched. 


Bill lives near White Eyes church 
with two maiden relatives. They are 
11 and upon him devolved the care of 
the farm. He is a big, brawny fellow, 
capable of hard work and in ordinary 
circumstances he- does it. Occasion- 
ally, however. Bill grows weary or she 
onliness of farm life 
and 
longs

the companionship of sundry 
riends in Cosnocton. Then he comes 
,0 town and spends the time in a n .in- 
ner peculiar to Bill. Friday and Sat- 
uyday he overstepped his castomarv 
rounds, and gained notoriety that will 
ive for months to come. 


Bill was in town Fridav evening 
His horses were fresh, and be drove 
bout the upper part of the city. Park 
venue attracted his attention, and 
not content with the roadway he took 
to the pretty lawns. Chief Mapei was 
notified of this unseemly action. anJ 
Bill was brought in and locked up 
while council was in session. 
His 
horses were takea to Clark's stable 
and he spent the night in jail. Satur- 
day morning he related a 
pitiful 
story, detailing the need of 
his 
good right arm on the farm and 
the anxiety of his relatives because of 
his absence. Mayor Einner fined him 
*1 and eosts for being drunk and the 
same amount for reckless driving. He 
warned Bill to leave town at once and 
allowed him to go. 


Bill promised but the odor of booze 
was in the air and Bill forgot his 
promise. He loaded up again'and was 
again arrested. This time he exper- 


gestion, but the crowd was food na~ 
tured ana stood around in the pelting 
rain laughing and talking and enjov- 
iag the unusual spectacle. 
At midnight it wa> all over. The 
horse was raised from its uncouiforta 
ble position and taken off the bridge. 
Bill had paid little attention to the 
proceedings and was taken to jail 
while the team was taken to Clark's 
stable. The horse was badly skinned 
about Uie legs and seemed sore, but 
otherwise was uninjured. Then the 
crowd went home, soaking wet and 
nappy in the knowledge that some- 
thing unusual had happened. 
It was decided to give BiH a hearing 
this afternoon. 
Bill didn't seem to 
care 
when he was called for mil, 
sober and disgusted, was crushed by 
his weight of woe. 


Bill was fined on three counts, a 


workhouse sentence of 20 days being 
.aciced on but later suspended until 
Bill again oversteps bounds and falls 
nto the hands of the law.

the free use of the picnickers. 
"A very strong spring out of the 
natural rocks is nicely arranged with 
many pours with abundance of tin- 
cups where the inner man may be re- 
freshed with the unest spring water 1 
ever tasted.

>oung people, roller coaster, merrv- 
go-round, ten-pin-alleys, shooting-ga'l- 
ieries, etc. One thing I noticed, once

REBELS ALSO ATTACKED BY LAND.

Cape Haitien. Haiti, June 30. — Ac- 


miraJ Killlck. commander of the Hal- 
lien Htret. di,-senibarke<l a further Ac- 
tachmunt o£ troops and & large quan- 
tity 01 ammunition for the better pro- 
u-ction of General Firmin. one of the 
candidates for the presidency of the 
rvyublic. There have been several 
lively engagements between the men 
from the rteet ana the revolutionists 
from the north. Several machine guns 
were set up In a commanding position 
by General Firmin s lorces. and an 
attempt was made to drive the men 
from the north from their position. 
Xotxvithstandlng the fire from 
the 


machine guns, detachments of the 
northern revolutionists mtuie sevfral 
attacks on General Firmin's followers 
and the latter were eventually dis- 
lodges. Meantime the vessels under 
the command of Admiral Klllick were 
bombarding Cape Haitien. This ac- 
tion was taken without previous noti- 
fication to the foreign consuls here. 
There has been a lively rain of shots 
down, the streets of Cape Haitien all 
day long. 
At the moment of filing 


thi? dispatch the foreign consuls, un- 
der the protection of - their various 
llatrs. are with General Finnin. and 
are abouc to embark on the govern- 
ment gunboat Orete A. Pierot. They 
are under a rather heavy fire and in 
considerable danger. The foreign res- 
idents of this port are at present ex- 
posed to the lawlessness and sav- 
agery of the combatants. Deep regret 
is expressed that no warship of a for- 
eign power is in the harbor to afford 
protection to foreign residents. Great 
Jvcitement reigns here, and as this 
dispatch is sent the firing in the 
street continues.

Immense Cotton Mill to Be Built 


Near Kansas City. 


Kansas City, J-me 30.—The largest 


cotton mill m the world Is to be built 
within 20 miles of Kansas City. Ten 
million dollars is to be iavestea. 
$3,000,000 of which has already been 
subscribed by eastern and western 
men. W. B. Smith Whaley. president 
of the Olympia and Granby cotton 
miHs of Columbia. S C-, is to be 
president and general manager of the 
enterprise. The mill will have SOO.oOO 
spindles and 12.000 looms. 
It will 


employ 4,000 operatives and have a 
payroll of $2.4£f»."0u a year. The ca- 
pacity of the miHs will be 170,000 
bales of cotter, a year, with an output 
of 75,000,'X'O pounds of finished cloth. 
The value of the annual output will, 
it is estimated, amount to S12.T50.000.
